The 
committee has already laid out an 
official route from Detroit to the sea­ 
board. It is now pi 'posed to tap every 
truck manufacturing point in the Cen­ 
tral West and pick out feeder lines to 
two great 
main 
highways 
running 
eastward. 
The pathfinder will go as far west 
, as the Mississippi River and will map 
routes from cities in Wisconsin, Illi­ 
nois, Michigan, Indiana, 
and 
Ohio. 
The car will be in charge of Raymond 
Beck, field engineer of the highways 
transport committee; with the car will 
be Maj. W. D. Uhier, formerly state 
highway engineer 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
and now connected with 
the 
motor 
transport service of the Quartermaster 
Departm ent, and (\.*/t. E. B. Butchers, 
bridge engineer of the United States 
Engineer Corps. As each state line is 
reached a representative of the state
